To Limit Elections On Twice Defeated 


C o n stitu tio n al Proposals And To Prevent 
Abuse Of The Initiative And Referendum 


TVip foregoing is the title of a proposed amendment 
which will appear at the bottom of the separate consti­ 
tutional ballot to be voted on November 2,1915. 
The amendment in full is as follows: 


• ' N o amendment of the Constitution shall be s u b ­ 
mitted to the electors which involves any proposal or 
„ a r t of any proposal which, since Septem ber 4, 1912, 
shall have tnen rejected more than once by the elec­ 
tors, 
u n l e s s six years have elapsed since the last re­ 


jection." 
Everv election the voter is called upon to vote ms 
judgment on a large number of propositions besides 
passing upon a formidable list of candidates for office. 
Each vear the number of ballots increases. There can 
be no valid objection to having the people pass upon 
matters concerning the conduct of public business, ap­ 
proving or disapproving legislative enactments or pro­ 
posals to amend the constitution. 
But there is honest objection to f o r c i n g the same is­ 
sues to an election, year after year, by a defeated min­ 
ority. Especially is this true of constitutional proposals. 
Amendments to the Constitution, the supreme law of 
the State, should never be lightly proposed without due 
deference to the popular desire for such amendment, ana 
when the popular will has twice been expressed against 
an amendment, movers of such defeated amendment 
show a defiance of the popular will by calling for a vote 
again and again. 
To meet this honest objection the proposed amend­ 
ment is submitted. It Deals with Constitutional proposals and nothing 


til oreThree possible votes within a period of seven yearson 
the same proposition and thereafter one vote every six 
years should be enough to carry any measure that the 
people want. 
The adoption of this amendment will save the Initia­ 
tive and Referendum to the people of Ohio, by prevent­ 
ing its abuse by Agitators Without this safeguard, con­ 
stant agitation and misuse of the “1. and R. 
will bring 
this people’s power into disrepute. This amendment has 
the endorsement of leading newspapers and thinking 
citizens.
